Middle Eastern strains 

What the agency may be able to do 
is less important right now than the 
fact that the Atlantic community, 
when burdened by the oi! crisis and 


’ other divisive problems, has con- 


sulted, coordinated, and done some- 
thing. True, it was slow in getting it 
done. But there is a community and it 
isfunctioning. | * 

The worst of the energy crisis ts a 
year old'now. It had an immediate 
and divisive effect on the Western 
economic community. The NATO al- 
liance came under particular strain 
when U.S. Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger tried to use it as an in- 


Middle East. There was in effect a 
rebellion in the alliance against what 
others considered arbitrary and high- 
handed ‘methods by Dr. Kissinger. 
There was much recrimination on all 
_sldes, end much talk.about the frag- 
* mentatibn of the alliance. 

Well, that was a year ago. The 
Middle Hast war strain was supple- 
mented by the Cyprus crisis. Greece 
followed France in declaring itself out 
of the military organization of NATO. 

But today, NATO still uses the 
bases and other alliance facilities in 
Greece. The Greek break from the 
alliance is pro forma rather than 
substanital. The relationship between’ 
Washington and the major West Eu- 
ropean countries is vastly improved. 


Healthy effect 


Everyone involved was shaken by 
the differences which were exposed 
by ἀπὸ Middie East crisis. But it has 
had a healthy effect. Dr. Kissinger’s 
treatment of his NATO allies has beerr 
transformed. They no- longer com- 
plain. Instead, they praise him for his 
consideration. 

The improvement is particularly 
noticeable in U.S.-British relations. In 
part that is due to change in govern- 
ment in London. The previous Conser- 
vative government was pro-European 
to the point of almost becoming anti- 
American. It subscribed substantially 
to the French theory of achieving 
Huropean. unity by distance from 
Washington. 

The present British Foreign Min- 
ister, James Callaghan, reversed that 
policy and has done his utmost to keep 
on friendly and constructive terms 
with Washington. He and Dr. Kis- 
singer are constantly on the telephone 
to each other and work together in 
cordial terms. 


Oil risks avoided 


Another Middie East war would, of 
course, put another strain on NATO. 
The essential facts have not changed. 
Western Europe is totally dependent 
on Middle East oil. It can be ruined 
economically by another Arab oll 
embargo. 

The West Europeans are as deter- 
mined as ever to keep on good terms 
with the Arabs. They will not risk 
their oil supplies for the sake of 
Israel. They will get as far away 35 
posaible from any American policy 
which might seem to threaten their oil 
supply. 

But this potential difference from 
Washington is recognized, in ad- 
vance, as a danger. Having ex- 
perienced the divisiveness of {t within 
the year, all concerned will be more 


_ aware of the interests of the other and 


more careful than they were a year 
ago to contain the differences as 
much as possible. 

Also, having faced the possibility of 
the disintegration of NATO there 
seems to be a revived appreciation of 
its importance. It had for far too long 
been taken for granted. It 15 no longer 
so. It is newly appreciated.

Uf the Israeli Government had ever 
thought of the possibility of negotiat- 
ing with the Palestine Liberation 
Organization (PLO), Yasser Arafat's 
speech at the United Nations has 
made any such idea now inconceiv- 
able, 

This is the reaction of most Israelis, 
government officials and private citi- 
zens alike. 

Many wonder why Mr. Arafat threw 
away the opportunity of putting on a 
show of moderation and so'winning a 
measure of goodwill from world pub- 
lic opinion. ‘‘Instead,'’ Israeli De- 
fense Minister Shimon Peres said, 
“the openly told the world what we 
have known for a long time: the PLO 
wants to put an end to the state of 
Israel.” 

Prime Minister Yitzhak ‘Rabin re- 
acted similarly. He said: ‘The es- 
sence of Arafat’s address seems to 
be; The Jews are not a nation; the 
Jews have no right to ἃ homeland; the 
state of Israel must be abol- 
ished. . . . This we shall not permit.” 


Even those leftist circles and politi- 
cal groups that have long advocated 
dlafogue with the Palestinians were 
dismayed by Mr. Arafat's speech. 
The usually pacifist-inclined paper. 
Al Hamishmar — organ ‘of the left- 
wing socialist Mapam party — wrote: 
“as far as Arafat's call to the Jews is 
concerned — to live im a ‘secular, 
democratic Palestine’ which is to be 
erected on Israel’s ruins — we have 
only one answer: Let us reinforce our 
striking power.... Thank God we 
have not decided to commit suicide."’

UN view: peace 
is set back

The tensions and emotions of this 
week’s events here seem to be push- 
ing both Arabs and Israelis toward 
uncompromising hard-line positions. 

There is no hint, either in public or 
in private, of any sign of present or 
future accommodation between Is- 
rael and guerrilla leader Yasser Ar- 
afat's Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion (PLO). 

The great danger is that the more 
moderate Arab governments, as well 
as U.S. mediation, will get caught in 
the middle of this world-publicized 
confrontation. 


Cooling-off period 


It will take time, it is said, for the 
present passions to cool. And time 
does not seem to be on the side of 
peace. 

PLO spokesmen, flushed with their 
diplomatic ‘‘victory’’ in seeing their 
chief welcomed at the UN as though 
he were a head of state, reject any 
long-term Mideast solution short of 
replacing Israel with a ‘‘democratic, 
secular state’ encompassing all Pal- 
estine. 

This attitude reflects the risk re- 
ferred to by Western diplomatic 
sources that current international 
acclaim will make the PLO over- 
confident and very difficult to deal 
with. 

On the other hand,- for the Israelis 
the shock of seeing their most hated 
enemies accorded world approval as 
well as unanimous Arab backing has 
the immediate effect of putting their 
-backs up against the wall.

Out of some 6,200 eligible draft 
evaders, only 92 have come forth for 
processing, according to the Justice 
Department.

‘Low-cost cattle’

One answer: low-cost cattle — 
animals that da not require large 
quantities of expensive feed grain to 
grow fat and marketable.

Cooking time is faster and. according 
to Domenith C. Basolo, the man who 
bred the beefalo, the meat is rich and 
tender. and the taste palatable. 


Tasters pleased 

“People who have tasted it say, 
‘Boy. where did you get that meat?’ ”’ 
says Mr. Basolo’s wife, Georgia. 

In fact, Mr. Basolo believes beefalo 
will be this country’s main meat 
Staple within three years. With 
choice-cut prices ranging from 25 to 
40 percent below current beef prices, 
Mrs. Basolo prdicts a hit.

The Basolos recently sold a prime 
beefalo bull for 85.5 million to a 
breeding company in Calgary, Can- 
ada.

— they plan to market beefaloburger, 
beefalo stew meat, roast beefalo, and 
beefalo steak: along with beefalo 
robes, coasts, after-sk! boots, mocca- 
sins, and rugs.

Brokerage, Inc., in Burlingame. 
Calif.. not far from Rancho Basolo, 
Mrs. Basolo Ucks off the advantages 
of beefaloover beef:

Shadow of Korean CIA felt in Seoul

‘When opponents of South Korea’s

usually come around to mentioning 
the Korean Central Intelligence 
Agency (KCIA). 

Despite President Park's loosening 
of some controls over his critics in 
recent . the omnipresent KCLA 
remains active against the regime's 
opponents. - 


In some cases, ΚΌΤΑ officials try 


polite persuasion. They invite a trou- 
blesome critic to a quiet chat over 
lunch. If that doesn't work, the KCIA 
tries increasingly tougher forms of 
harassment, intimidation, and inter- 
rogation. 

Talking in a lounge at one of Seoul's 
newest hotels, an opposition politician 
started the conversation by saying: 
“You can be sure that someone from 
the CLA is here now, watching us."" 


‘Talk. . . reported’ . 

“The CIA is everywhere,” he said, 
glancing around the room, ‘'This talk 
we are having will be reported.” 

Objects of particular KCIA concern 
lately have been Roman Catholic 
priests who have grown increasingly 
vocal in their criticisms of the re- 


gime. The Catholics have long been a 
basically conservative force in South 
Korea. Earlier this year, when groups 
from among the country’s more nu- 
merous Protestants were taking the 
lead in criticizing the government, 
most Catholics remained silent. 

But the arrest of Catholic Bishop 
Daniel Chi last July and his sub- 
sequent trial on charges of helping to 
“instigate a rebellion’ disturbed 
many Catholics. By no means all of 
them assumed an antigovernment 
posture. But a significant number of 
Catholics have now become active 
critics of the government. 

‘This has not gone unnoticed by the 
South Korean Government, and KCIA 
men are present at church gatherings 
to check on what the priests are 
saying. 


Cameras taken to church 


“Some of them came to one of our 
prayer meetings with movie cameras 
and still cameras,"’ said one of the 
priests who has joined the an- 
tigovernment movement. '‘They said 
they were newsmen.”’ 

He said that the KCIA men took 
pictures of people attending the meet- 
ing and tried to block streets leading 
to the church so that other people 
could not attend. 

Another priest said that he had just 
received a written warning from the 


police informing him that if he wanted 
to put up posters inside his church he 
had to have police permission. 


Priest tells of threat 


But it is the KCIA men, not the 
regular police, who pay the most 
careful attention to the priests. One 
priest recalled the following conver- 
sation which he had with a KCIA 
agent who came to question him: 

KCIA agent: ‘‘What are your future 


plans?" 

Priest: “I don’t Know. Only God 
inows." 

Agent: ‘Can you give me some 


information about the organization of 
the priests?" 

Priest: ‘If I asked you what the 
organization of the KCLA was, would 
you tell me?”

“Obviously,” Senator Ervin said 
recently, “a suspect with his hands 
against the patrol car. . . will not be 
able to convince that officer that an 
arrest record ... is inaccurate or 
incomplete and that he was exoner- 
ated. . . and should not be arrested." 

_In a statement entered in the Con- 
onal Records,, Senator Ervin 


warned that increasing comput- - 


erization of criminal records, known 
as rap sheets, ‘‘could enormously 


conyivie or inaccurate or irrelevant 
past arrest information.” 

Pathe GAO study, commissioned by 
Senator Ervin's constitutional rights 
subcommittee, noted the bulk of po- 
lice requests for criminal records 
from the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation (FBI) and from state files 
still are handled manually. 

It often takes as long as two weeks 
for the replies to be delivered by mail 
or teletype. 

Consequently, ‘criminal history in- 
formation was used primarily after 
an individual was arrested,” said 
GAO investigators. 

The data showed that records ob- 
tained from manual files were used 
prior to an arrest in fewer than 10 
percent of the cases surveyed.

“It is reasonable to conclude that 
computerization of rap sheets would 
mean that such information would 
become available for making ar- 
rests,"' Senator Ervin said. 

The GAO study lent support to 
complaints that rap sheets often lst 
arrests without reporting whether the 
individual was convicted or acquitted. 

Officials of the three states involved 
in the survey — Florida, Massachu- 
setts, and California — ‘told us that 
lack of disposition data or the exis- 
tence of inaccurate disposition data 
are serious problems,” GAO in- 
vestigators said.

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Peru BEE to develop 
oil resources in its 
northeastern jungie

Lima, Peru 

About §2.4 billion will be spent 
during the next decade in developing 
the petroleum resources of Peru's 
northeastern jungle, according to the 
head of the state oii agency Petro- 
Peru. 

Gen. Carlos Eobbio said that figure 
includes all spending, private and 
public, at all stages from exploration 
to investment in petroleurmn-related 
industries. 

Peru, an oil exporting country untll 
1960, now imports around 32,000 bar- 
rels a day. mostly from Ecuador, 
Venezuela, and Bolivia, to supple- 
ment its own production of 80,000 

- barrels a day. Half of Peru's produc- 
tion is by PetroPeru; the other half by 
the U.&.-ewned Belco Petroleum 
Company. 

General Bobbio said surveys show 
Peru has reserves of 600 million 
barrels. He said over $175 million had 
been invested in oll exploration in the 
jungle and he expected ‘the final 
exploration program will amount to 

$850 million." He said that of 38 wells 
drilled in jungle areas, 22 have been 
productive. 

The Peruvian Government has a 
number of “service contracts” with 
foreign firms under which the firms 
pay the costs of exploration and 
receive not more than 50 percent of 
whatever oil they find, he said. 


aoa 


General Bobbio said firms now 
drifiing in the jungie include Amoco. 
Getty Oil, Phillips Petroleum Com- 
pany. Sun ΟΣ Company, and Arco 
Petroleum Company. During the first 
half of 1975 Deminex, Gceanic, Am- 
erada, Cities Services, Andes Petro- 
leum Company, Hispanoil, Total, and 
Signal will begin drilling, he said. 

The iungle oil will be transported 
to the Pacific Ocean through a 53¢- 
mile, $500-million oil pipeline, ti- 
nanced by foreign credits. To be 
completed m 1918, it wil) have an 
initial capacity of 250,000 barrels 
Gaily. General Bobbio said. He said 
that with additional pumping stations 
the pipeline eventually ‘will have a 
capacity of 1 million barrels a day.

The first smuggling diockade in Florida's waters since 
the Civil War has tracked down 80 vessels and made 11 
doardings but found only an ounce of marijuana and an 
illegal lobster catch, the Coast Guard said. 

“Isn't it wild?"’ said Coast Guard Rear Adm. A. C. 
Wagner. “This is a brand-new thing in crime pre- 
vention." 

‘Tne 17-hour blockade Nov. δ. a triel run under the code 
name “Operation Dragnat.*' was set up between Port 
Everglades at Fort Lauderdale and Key Largo in the 
Florida Keys. 

“It's almed at intercepting contraband smuggled into 
or out o7 the area,"' a Cozst Guard spokesman said. ‘It 
will probably be a good tool to catch smugglers in the 
future." 


Coordination good 

Though no big Grug seizures were made, officials said 
they were satisfied with the coordination among seven 
federal, state. and iocal azencies during the blockade. 

“We are now confident that a spur-of-the-moment 
dragnet cam be placed upon any geographical area of 
Florida on the night of suspected high-crime activity and 
get good results,"’ a spokesman said. 

The Coast Guard spokesman said the law-enforcement 
agencies ted to keep the blockade 2 secret, but “it 
started leaxing out. Next time we can do it umannounced 
and really surprise people.” 

The Coast Guard did find an ounce of marijuana on one 
boat, but no one was arrested. the spokesman said. In 
addition, the Florida Marine Patrol found an illegal 
catch of lopster.

Film in process 
Unwilling to wait for that change,

studio bosses what she can do.

founder of an information and dis- 
cussion group, Women in Film. 

“Tf a woman wants to meke a move 
upward in the business, this isthe best 
time. We now have four women vice- 
Presidents in the movie companies,” 
he says. 

The’ vice-presidents are Rhonda 
Gomez at 20th Century-Fox; Nessa 
Hyams, Warner Bros.; Rosalind Hel- 
ler, Columbia; and Monique James, 
Universal. All came up through the 
ranks, 


Other women are not so certain 
much progress has been made. Gio- 
‘Vanna Nigro, who has worked 85 a 
director in documentaries, says, 
“There is still a great resistance to 
women in production. Even though I 
have a product to show, I can't get 
anyone to look at what I can do."” 


Women on staffs 

More women are appearing, at 
least, at the studios. At the Disney 
Studios there’s a woman guard at the 
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gate. On the set of the TV series 
“Rhoda” there’s a woman assistant 
director calling for quiet. Women are 
Operating cameras and controlling 
panels at the television studios. 

“About the only category we 
haven't filled with women is 
Pplumber,”" says Robert Hagel, who 
runs the big Burbank Studios. ‘And if 
Jane Withers is available, we might 
hire her.” 

Walt Disney studio says women 
heve been recruited as animators, a 
fleld that had been mostly male. The 
studio also had its first woman essis- 
tant director, grip stagehand, prop 
woman, and even 2a board member, 
Shirley Temple Black. 


Others who moved up 

ABC now has a woman producer in 
sports, Eleanor Riger, and is moving 
More women into important posts in 
the legal, accounting, and sales de- 
partments. NBC has a woman pro- 
ducer in news, Ann Hassett, and unit 
managers Chery] Weaver on ‘'Holly- 


wood Squares” and Theresa Collun on 
“The Tonight Show.”” 

One factor producing jobs for 
women on the West Coast has been the 
threat of government action against 
the studios and the unions for dis- 
crimination. 

“Hollywood iy catching up," says 
Julisa Phillips, who won an Oscar for 

¢co-producing “The Sting.”* 

“When I came out here three years 
ago, I thought Hollywood was seven 
years behind New York. I had come 
out of the publishing and advertising 
worlds, where women have long 
played important roles. 


More hired 


‘Now the film industry is hiring 
Many more women, and I don't find 
an enormous resistance to the trend. 
It's not too difficult for a woman to 
become a producer. You need some 
cash, a bit of business acumen and 
lines into publishing and young screen 
writers so you can find a property like 
‘The Sting,’ as we did."

Carpet rolled out for 
Mondale and Buckley

Moscew's welcome of Democratic 
Sen.

They indicate ἃ new respect for the 
power of the Congress. 

The Kremiin lays out the red carpet 
for potential presidents. of course, as 
it Gid for Sen. Edward M. Kennedy 
jast spring and is doing for Senator 
Mondale now. But it is also taking 
care not to pull the rug out from under 
congressmen who oppose detente. 

While in Moscow, Mr. Mondale has 
played the statesman, searching to 
broader detente. Mr. Buckley. on the 
other hand, has filled the role of the 
belligerent, goading the Soviet Union 
into better treatment af its Jews. 


Synagogue visited 

Senator Mondale, who is here as a 
guest of the Soviet Parliament, led off 
his round of talks by meeting with the 
chairman of the Soviet of Nation- 
alities tone of the two houses of 
Parliament:. Senator Buckley started 
out by making a beeline from the 
airport to the synagogue. He also 
visited dissident physicist Andrei Ὁ. 
Sakharov at his apartment. 

As they wound up their tours Sena- 
tor Mondale met Premier Alexei N. 
Kosygin on Nov. 14. On the same day 
Senaior Buckley — after first threat- 
ening to cancel a lower-level courtesy 
appointment — finally did get to meet 
the Interior Minister for some hard 
talking about Jewish emigration. 


Trade spotlighted 

Mr. Mondale came here as 8 long- 
time advocate of liberalization in 
East-West trade. Mr. Buckley came 
as a cosponsor of the Jackson amend- 
ment to withhold favorable tariffs 
from the Soviet Union until Soviet 
harassment of Jews stops. Mr. Buck- 
ley also came with public suspicions 
that the Soviet Union is violating the 
1972 strategic-arms agreement. 

Behind all the ballyhoo this week 
were serious messages. Senator Mon- 
dale was calling for the Soviet Union's 
acceptance of the responsibilities of 
international economic inter- 
dependence. Mr, Buckley was saying 
that increased Soviet-American eco- 
nomic cooperation will not work un- 
less Moscow improves its treatment 
of Jews — and that any new SALT 
agreement will have to face a gimlet- 
eyed Senate. 

In addressing Soviet America- 
nologists. Senator Mondale argued

that Moscow 2nd Washington have 
commen interests in survival and 
stability. He warned ageinst any 
shorisighted rivalry that cauld give 
one side a temporary advantage but 
ultimately dcem bath. Specifteally, he 
said that oil inflation and economic 
erisis in the West. a new surge in the 
arms race, and famine in the world all 
endanger the Soviet Union as much as 
the U.S. 

In strategic arms. Senator Mondale 
said the two countries are ‘‘at a major 
crossroads.""

Kissinger's task in coming months to 
help the Israelis find a way to deal 
with the PLO while the representa- 
tives of other countries — possibly the 
French who have already established 
contacts with Mr. Arafat, possibly the 
Soviet Union — help the PLO to find a 
way to deal with Israel. 

Finding a pragmatic way around 
the impasse is widely considered 
among diplomats to be essential if the 
present slide toward war is te be 
halted.

In Thursday's incident, eight young 
Japanese huried gasoline bombs just 
outside the two embassies before 
being seized. Police sources later 
identified the firebombers as mem- 
bers of a group called the Marxist 
Youth League. According to one esti- 
mate, this group may have no more 
than 150 members, 

Some of the other extremist groups 
are believed to have even fewer 
members. But is is their dedication to 
violence which causes concern. 

It was extremists from one of these 
small radical groups who are believed 
to have been responsible for the 
bombings earlier this year aimed at 
Japan's two largest business con- 
glomerates, Mitsubishi and Mitsui. In 
the attack last August on the head- 
quarters of Mitsubishi Heavy In- 
dustries, eight persons were killed 
and more than 100 injured. 

The irony is that Japan has a good 


record when its crime rate is com-" 


pared with that of many other coun- 
tries. Tokyo is actually one of the 
safest cities in the world. 

But President Ford will have little 
opportunity to mingle freely with its 
citizens. Immediately after his ar- 
rival Monday (Nov. 18) at Tokyo's 
International Airport, he will be flown 
by helicopter to 8 guest house, mod- 
eled after the French palace Ver- 
sailles, where he will stay while in 
Tokyo. 

The helicopter trip will eliminate 
any danger of his being mobbed in an 
automobile by an unfriendly crowd as 
was U.S. presidential press secretary 
James C. Hagerty when he arrived 
here to prepare for the Hisenhower 
visit. 

When American officials suggested 
that President Ford attend a baseball 
game while in Japan — the sport isas 
popular here as it is in the United 
States — Japanese police officials 
immediately vetoed the idea. They 
felt that the crowd at a baseball game 
would present too many security 
risks. 

American officials would like to 
include some events in the program 
for President Ford which will get him 
away from palaces and meetings with 
Japanese dignitaries. But they will 
have to fight Japanese security offi- 
elals every inch of the way. 

When Mr. Ford flles to the city of 
Kyoto in the Japanese cultural heart- 
land for what is supposed to be a 
relatively relaxed day of sightseeing, 
protection will be provided not only by 
the local police but also by police 
reinforcements brought all the way 
from the northernmost and south- 
ernmost Japanese islands of Hok- 
kaido and Kyushu.

Prisons stay calm 


In the prisons, where several thou- 
sand convicted Palestinian guerrillas 
now are serving time, the day also 
passed quietly, contrary to ex- 
pectations.

Counterpoised against the old-style elite politicking are 
the new mass-based organizations. Most influential 
among them are four groups: the student organizations, 
the Communist Party, the farmers’ associations, and the 
labor associations. 

The first two, more broadly based, are having the most 
problems. The once powerful National Student Center of 
Thailand has been torn by infighting into at least 20 
competing factions. ᾿ 

The Communist Party, besides having the basic 
problem that it is illegal, is also having serious problems 
of regionalism, ethnocentrism, and policy disagreement 
between urban and rural cadres. 

Nevertheless, both the students and the Comrounists 
have developed solid, reliable foundations of support and 
are growing more rapidly thanever. — 

The farmer and labor associations, on the other hand, 
have been having their greatest difficulties just keeping 
up organizationally with their mushrooming member- 
ships. Last June 28, over 2,000 farmers marched into 
Bangkok and successfully pressed the government to 
take action on several grievances. As one farmer 
expressed the mood, ‘‘Now we know we can move them. 
It is a rich lesson.” 


Workers organized 


The lesson has, likewise, not been lost to the workers. 
In September, Hotel and Hostel Association members 
stood steadfast for two weeks until a satisfactory wage 
agreement was reached. A labor leader told me last 
summer that there was great worker unrest, but it was 
unorganized. Today, Thailand has 24 major labor 
organizations which meet together regularly to discuss 
concerted action. ® 

Despite their emergence and subsequent successes, 
these four groups — the students, the Communists, the

farmers, and the workers — stand to be under- 
represented after the elections. Familiar faces. such as 
Mr. Khukrit, with strong financial backing and political 
experience, are expected easily to win places in the new 
House of Representatives. 


The strong political parties are forming, as in 1968 and 
before, not around the mass-based groups, but around 
specific personalities. 


But the faction-ridden civilian elite has never been able 
to stand up to a united military. Without the muscle of the 
mass organizations participating directly in the new 
government, there is no reason to believe the civilians 
will be more successful this time. 


Politics of personalities 

‘“Thai politics is still a politics of personalities,"' a Thai 
labor association member wrote me. "If a man disagrees 
with you, he becomes your enemy on all issues. It's a 
matter of face. We at once understand the reasons for 
this and are deeply saddened and angered. 


“Unless our political leaders change their attitudes, 
many outside groups will seek to use rivalries for their 
own advantage, and this year's campaign in Thailand 
will get progressively more violent — that will likely 
mean the return of the military. It's an old cycle. We 
have 344 months to defuse it enough to hold off the 
military. After that, there remains a long, bitter 
struggle." 


Is participatory democracy secure in Thailand? The 
answer seems to be a stark ‘‘no.”’ It will indeed be a time 
for rejoicing if the elections do not spark the return of 
military hegemony. 

As long as the civilian leaders remain in disarray, the 
military will hold all the cards but one, and that one card 
offers no easy solution: ‘Now we know we can move 
them," the farmer said, ‘It is a rich lesson.”

U.S. finally ‘discovers’ sun power as a practical source of heat

After two decades of basic research and 
wlicity, 1974 has suddenly become the year 
at the United States discovered sun power 
the year politicians, architects, and manu- 
cturers finally recognized it as a practical,

The following developments flustrate this: 
- @ Two major bills, the first ever, were 
issed by the U.S. Congress to promote 
‘actical solar-energy development. One pro- 
᾿ deg $60 million to prove the practicality of 
dar heating and cooling for homes and 
fices. The second authorizes spending $1 
lon ($77 million in the next fiscal year) to 
st and develop various alternative power 
‘stems, ranging trom windmills to large- 
ale electric generators. 


@ A 262 percent increase in general solar- 


tergy research wag approved in the federal - 


ldget for fiscal 1975, a jump in funding from 
8.8 to $50 million. (Virtually nothing was 
‘ing spent on solar research by the govern- 
ent as recently as 1970. } 


@ A dozen or more solarheating test 
facilities, including four schools in the East 
and Midwest, being outfitted with solar 
collectors and heating equipment, were fun- 


- ged by grants from the National Science 


Foundation (NSF). 
‘They include the nation's first solar-heated- 


and-cooled house, developed by the Solar 


-Hmergy Applications Laboratory (SEAL) at 


Colorado State University;, seven ex- 

ental solar-heated corn-drying facil- 
ities inthe Midwest; a demonstration house 
at the University of Delaware thai uses 
cadmium sulfide cells to convert the sun's 
heat-into electricity; and a handful of private 


Significantly, ground was broken for a 
292,000-square-foot building on the north 
campus of the Community College of Denver. 
This will be the largest solar-heated bullding 
in the U.S., with 50,000 square feet of sunshine 
collectors. Plans are also coming off the 
drawing board for two large solar-heated 


; government buildings, ἃ post office, a hospi- 


tal, a health clinic, and a prototype mobile 
home funded by the government. 

Private architects and developers now are 
beginning seriously to consider solar heating 
as a viable alternative for office buildings, 


δ commercial establishments, and residences. 
One of the final designs submitted for the new 
Colorado Supreme Court building was a 
solar-heated structure. 


Several manufacturers even have begun to 
offer solar collectors, and new companies are 
being formed to meet the expected public 
demand for solar-heating systems. 


These manufacturers admit that they are 
in the "Model T” era of golar-energy hard- 
ware, but they foresee a billion-dollar in- 
dustry within 10 to 20 years. 

The know-how for solar heating has been 
around for over 80 years. However, the high 
capital costs of solar equipment just couldn’t 
compete with the formerly low prices of ail 
and gas heat. Several experimental houses 
and office structures built in the 1940's and 
1950’s have been torn down or re-equipped 
with conventional heating systems. 


“Oh, they worked all right. But the average 
person is very skeptical about one of any- 
thing. When the houses were sold, they were 
changed over to oil or gas heating because 
the new owners were not confident the solar 
system could be maintained,’’ explains Dr. 
George Ὁ. G. Loef, director of SEAL and 


president of the International Solar Energy 
Society. 

Dr. Loef’s house in Denver, built in 1957, 
has one of the oldest, continuously operating 
solar-collector systems in the United States. 
It provides one-third of the building’s heating 
needs. "I have never spent one cent on 
maintenance in all this time,’ he says. 
“There is nothing to wear out in a system 
with no moving parts."" 

A few panes of glass in the solar coliectors 
on the roof have broken because of the 
thermal streases, but modern tempered glass 
would correct that. 

How does solar heating work? Typically, 
the sun's energy passes through a series of 
glass panels, usually mounted on the roof of a 
building and facing south at a 40- to 60-degree 
angle. The energy then is absorbed by either 
air, water, or other medium which is pumped 
through the collector system. The heated air 
or water is circulated to release heat for 

. immediate use, or stored until needed. Stored 
water sometimes serves as the hot-water 
supply. Sometimes, also, heat is stored in 
beds of rocks or other heat-absorbing mate- 
rials. 

Scientists and engineers generally think 

that solar-heating systems could work in 


most parts of the United States today. But 
solar heating’s two biggest enemies still are 

- cloudiness and extended cold periods, which 
would use up heat faster than it could be 
stored. 

It is easy to produce solar-heating systems 
that are 60 to 80 percent self-sufficient, 
according to Dr. Loef. But what about 100 
percent? 

“It can be done,” he says, “but the cost of 
the additional equipment and storage is more 
than the [fossil fuel] energy saved [is 
worth].” 

For economic reasons, then, solar-heated 
buildings usually have a back-up heating 
system. 

How soon will it be before sun power is 
likely to contribute significantly to the na- 
tional energy picture? 


As one incentive, Congress will shortly be 
considering legislation that would offer tax 
breaks to families and businesses that install 
solar-heating equipment 85 an energy-con- 
servation measure. 

Initial costs now run from 53.000 to $5,000 
for residential solar-heating systems, de- 
pending on the size. These costs likely will 
come down as more units are produced.

A talk with Ford— 


and TV’s peek 
inside Camp David

The mysterious spell of Camp Da- 
vid has been broken. And the magic 
word is blandness. 

On Oct. 26, Harry Reasoner and an 
ABC television crew managed to 
spend “four and a half hours with 
President Ford at that Catoctin Moun-

tain retreat of six presidents. ‘The 
Reasoner Report’ (Saturday, ABC, 
6:30-7 p.m., check local listings) 
records about 19 minutes of that 
historic visit — including a walking 
tour of the area and a conversation 
with the President. 

Mr. Reasoner reports: “There are 
many other sights to see at Camp 
David which we weren't permitted to 
film for security reasons ... such as 
the inside of the President's lodge, his 
swimming pool, his three-hole golf 
course, his view of the mountain 
valley." I wonder how much more 
exciting those sights would have been. 

Mr. Reasoner treads warily with his 
questions as well as with his pictures. 
We learn that Mr. Ford's English 
muffin toasting days are over: “I 
used to but not any more,” that the 
presidential lodge has enough room to 
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house the children as well; that 
people keep making off with the 
President's WIN button. Politically 
speaking, we learn that the President 
would accept a modification of his 6 
percent surtax pian’ '‘as long as they 
don't abandon the concept of putting a 
burden on those better able to pay.” 

Then, Mr. Reasoner gets as 
as he can force himself to be with such 
a “nice guy” president. He wants to 
know if “there is something in” the 
criticisms that the Ford adminis- 
tration ‘'so far seems rudderless.” 
Mr. Ford responds: ‘'I disagree with 
that . . . when Individuals say that we 
were rudderiess, I think this was a 
case of grabbing the wheel and mov- 
ing the ship of state down the middle, 
aimed at meeting the challenges on 
one side or another."

Similarly, I have just 
put a dingle on my hovel. These two 
words seem to be strange to some of 
the tidewaterites who come to ad- 
vise me freely and without charge as 
I carpenter, but there is no reason

for seafarers to be familiar with 
Maine lumber-camp jargon. What 
I've done — I've put a lean-to on my 
shed. 

The dictionary covers the hovel 
well enough, which ts a logging- 
camp shelter for horses, but dingle 
seems up for grabs. By extension, 
however, hovel has come to mean a 
roof over your head, refuge in a 
storm, a bed for the night, with or 
without horses. Ed Lacroix elevated 
it into magnificence the time he 
went to Philadelphia. 

Ed made a few millions from 
lumbering, and back in the late 
1920's he signed a contract to log off 
the Hagle Lake townships for the 
Great Northern Faper Company.

In the large envi- 
ronment of the city we did for a” 
decade or more go on the assump- 
tion that the only way to create ἃ 
viable community was to wipe out ¢ 
everything that existed and to build. 
anew from the ground up. This was 
the period of the bulldozer. It was 
also the period when the young 
imagined that if they could dis- 
associate themselves from the older 
generation, and from the historic © 
past, they would be able to create a 
new world for themselves. ; 

It didn't work. The cities became 
inhuman barracks. The young (and 
many of their elders, too) wandered 
aimlessly through a universe from 
which alj familiar landmarks and all 
tested principles had been erased. 

A sense of history, let us be clear 
about it, is not at 81} the same thing 
as a sense of nostalgia. History 
reminds us of the many outward 
forms truth has taken and of the 
diverse ways in which men’s ideals 
have been expressed. Nostalgia is 
only an impotent longing for what 
never can be — and. probably never 
was! Nostalgia represents the 
search for a fake simplicity in our | 
lives; history, the search for a true ' 
complexity. 

A vital complexity is, indeed, the 
key to the modern mood. The urban- 
ists who are preserving older build- 
ings and historic districts are cre-- 
ating environments that at their best - 
are dense with meaning and multifa- 
ceted in form. They combine the new 
and the old; they strike mmexpected 
visual harmonies and reveal un- 
known affinities. Insofar as they are 
mirroring something within them- . 
selves and within the social order, 
these urbanists are suggesting a far ~ 
richer life than can ever be achieved - 
by wiping the slate clean. P 

Tt is too early to know whether wa: 
have in fact passed out of the clear!’ 
slate era; but if I interpret correctly 
the message of the outward scene, I - 
would expect to find a number οὗ. 
subtle changes within. I would pre- 
dict, for example, that the abstrac- 
tion of sociology will give way to 
disciplines more individualistic and 
humane; that the language wil! 
again seek for concreteness of ‘ex- 
pression, and art for exaltation of 
the plain, unfractured object.

All this may be too much to

His tone and demeanor were 
moderate. But it was too much to 
expect that Yasser Arafat would 
publicly hold out any hope of 
compromise with Israel. His his- 
toric speech at the United Nations 
was tough and unyielding. He 
again affirmed that the goal of the 
Palestine Liberation Organization 
is to dismantle Israel and estab- 
lish a secular Palestinian state 
thet would include Musiims, 
Jews, and Christians. That is an 
impossible starting point for con- 
ciliation. 

It must be recognized, however, 
that Mr. Arafat has a political 
problem. He must play to‘ the 
Palestinians in Lebanese and 
other camps and carefully weigh 
what he says in public. If he gives 
ground or his position openly, he 
stands to lose, for there are a 
number of Palestinian guerrilla 
leaders eager to take his place. 

Hence the rhetoric must be seen 
for what it is. Privately, Mr. 
Arafat reportedly has been more 
forthcoming. Ever since the Ra- 
bat summit he is said to have 
shown willingness to settle for the 
West Bank and Gaza — without, 
however, renouncing further 
claims. 

Nonetheless his public words 

are too much for Israel to swallow 
and have only hardened its inflex- 
ible position. Reports from Je- 
‘rusalem indeed suggest that 15- 
raelis now are more firmly united 
than ever against giving up any- 
thing to the PLO. 


Mr. Rockefeller’s 


The investigatory ordeal of Nel- 
son Rockefeller could have a con- 
structive result in addition to de- 
terming his fitness for the vice- 
presidency. If his nomination sur- 
vives this unprecedented public 
and congressional scrutiny, he 
will surely be a better vice-presi- 
dent for the experience. 

Already Mr. Rockefeller is 
showing a sharpened sensitivity to 
a central question raised by his 
particular circumstances: Is his 
attitude toward the use of his 
great wealth in keeping with the 
responsible exercise of political 
power in behalf of ali the people? 

In his new round of testimony 
before the Senate Rules Com- 
mittee, Mr. Rockefeller has 
stopped talking about financial 
power as a '‘myth.’”’ He has ac- 
knowledged that his life of wealth 
desensitized him to how his large 
acts of generosity might appear to 
others. He has specificially recog- 
nized the obvious, that wealth 
“talmost always gives a person an 
edge”’ and is ‘almost everywhere 
apotential source of power."' 

And he has seen the crucial 
question of whether his family 
background of wealth and power 
would ‘‘somehow limit and blind 
me, so that I would not be able to 
see and serve the general good of 
all Americans." 

Mr. Rockefeller's answer is no. 
On the matter of gifts to govern- 
mental figures, he promised he 
would not dispense them from the 
vice-presidency — though, with a 
kind of charitable doggedness, he 
hoped to maintain the possibility 
of helping those in personal need. 


Where American diplomatic ef- 


forts are concerned, the UN de- ἃ 


hate is academic and it matters 
little what happens. The salient 
fact is that the Palestinians are 
now a new factor in the equation. 
They are gaining in diplomatic 
and political strength and sooner 
or later this force must be dealt 
with. 

The question is when and how. 
At the moment the U.S. is not even 
trying, because of the trauma now 
being felt in Israel. 

In this hardening situation it can 
only be hoped that all sides allow 
reason rather than emotion to 
dominate; that the Israelis recog- 
nize they cannot live securely in 
their homeland unless they even- 
tually core to terms with the 
Palestinians’ demand for self-de- 
termination; that the Palestinians 
realize that the U.S. will never 
permit the dismemberment of Is- 
rael and that they cannot con- 
ciliate the Israelis without acting 
and talking responsibly; Israel's 
American friends should be espe- 
cially sensitive to the fears now 
besetting that nation and not in- 
flame them by ill-conceived re- 
marks such as those made about 
Jewish Americans by Gen. 
George Brown. 

These are more jubilant times 
for Arabs and more trying times 
for Israelis. May Americans and 
American diplomacy approach 
both sides with understanding — 
but with firm determination to 
prevent another armed conflict.

It will be up to the people and the 
Congress to come up with their 
own judgment as the Senate hear- 
ings, and the expectedly tougher 
House Judiciary Committee hear- 
ings, proceed. Among the mat- 
ters to be clarified is Mr. Rock- 
efeller's curious surprise when 
asked if he approved of the new 
campaign reform legislation to 
limit individual contributions to 
candidates to $1,000. Ii seemed 
remarkable for a Vice-F resident- 
Designate to appear uninformed 
about such legislation, especially 
in view of his own large-scale 
political contributions over the 
years — more than $20 million to 
Republican candidates, he said. 


Another question was raised by 
Mr. Rockefeller’s revised ex- 
planation of his brother Lau- 
rance’s financing of the Goldberg 
political biography. When asked 
about an ‘elaborate scheme to 
launder the Rockefeller money," 
he replied, ‘‘Not the Rockefeller 
money, the Rockefelier name.” 
The reason not to disclose the 
Rockefeller participation he sug- 
gested, was to keep from dis- 
couraging other potential in- 
vestors. The question remained as 
to whether this was a common 
practice. Are there many other 
corporations, such as the one set 
up to finance the book, where the 
participation of Rockefellers has 
been disguised? 


Congress must not delay in seek- 
ing full clarification, in resolving 
contradictions in Mr. Rockefel- 
ler's various versions of events, 
and in coming to a decision. 


Good news on coal 


The sudden turn of events in the 
coal talks from walkout Tuesday 
to proposed agreement Wednes- 
day removes the shadow of what a 
long strike would do to 8. national 
economy already in recession and 
an energy bind. 

The apparently fast end to the 
coal strike is encouraging for rea- 
sons that go beyond the avoidance 
of immediate damage te the econ- 
omy. 

Under almost any scenario for 
American energy development, 
coal'will play an enormously im- 
portant role. The new Federal 
Energy Administration Project 
Independence report, for instance, 
Says that the United States has 800 
years of coal reserves, if used at 
current rates. And at present or 
even lower prices, almost any 
level of production by i985 is 
possible. 

With such a future, it would 
have been most unfortunate for 
the coal] industry to endure a long, 
embiitering strike. The United 
Mine Workers president Αὐτοὶ 
Miller showed, as he had earlier 
this year in calling for a one-week 


walkout, that the riew and largely 
inexperienced UMW leadership 
would not hesitate to resort to a 
strike. The next test of UMW 
leadership, of course, will be in 
Gelivering the votes of workers. 


For their part, the coal mine 
owners have evidently invested a 
lot of hope in the benefits of good 
relations with workers. The in- 
dustry’s negotiator said that, 
while there were no guarantees on 
curbing wildeat strikes or ab- 
senteeism, the improvement in 
relationships should increase pro- 
ductivity enough to offset any 
inflationary impact of the con- 
tract. 


The settlement would boost 
wage and fringe costs some 40 
percent over three years. This is 
within the settlement range of 
other key industries this year, 
such 85 steel. Improved safety 
standards and higher pension and 
health benefits seem only right. 
The industry is prospering and has 
ἴσο long been Neanderthalic in its 
treatment of workers — by union 
leaders as well as mine operators.

Where laxer Jus- 
tice Department procedures were 
applied. the court reversed sub- 
sequent criminal convictions. 

The court also served notice that it 
intends to take an activist role in 
supervising the treatment of prison- 
ers. While the results in several 
prisoner rights cases were less than 
spectacular, the court did demon- 
strate that where First Amendment 
rights of inmates are restricted, 
where access to the media is denied or 
where good time credits may be lost 
through prison disciplinary proce- 
dures, the measures invoked may he 
no greater than those required for 
security or correctional purposes, and 
the adjudicative procedures must 
similarly meet at least threshold 
standards of justice and fair play.

Food, fertilizer, and guilt 


It’s apparent that a world food 
Problem will be with us for many 
years, and that the United States 
needs to think deeply on how best to 
use its vast agricultural riches. We 
only hope that the nation can keep 
straight in its mind the difference 
between policies to relieve the hungry 
and policies to relieve the guiit- 
ridden. 

This thought comes to us 
recurrently, most recently on reading 
that the U.S. delegation to the World 
Food Conference in Rome has pro- 
posed a resolution to restrict the non- 
agricultural use of fertilizer. The 
notion is that the bag of fertilizer you 
don't use on your lawn will somehow 
show up on a rice paddy in Bangla- 
desh. This is a good gimmick for 
assuaging guilt, which often seems 
America’s last surplus commodity, 
But it is no sort of solution to the world 
food prattom, 

Indees., a good way to understand 
the basics of the food problem ts to 
observe that the Rome Proposal 
comes from representatives of the 
Same government that only a year 
ago ordered fertilizer Producers to 
divert 1.5 million tons from exports to 


domesuc use. The idea then was to 
keep the price from exploding when it 
was decontrolied. Decontrol was nec- 
essary, in turn, because the advent of 
controls happened to catch fertilizer 
prices at a depressed level, and 
freezing the price there had done 
much to cause a fertilizer shortage at 
home and abroad. Such crisis-of-the- 
moment policies, fram Washington to 
Delhi and most points between, have 
Gone far more than green lawns to 
cause the world food problem. 


Policies that actually will succeed 
in helping the hungry will have to be 
based on longer-range _under- 
standings. The first thing to under- 
stand is the law of supply and de- 
mand. If you restrict non-agricultural 
uses of fertilizer, for example, you 
reduce demand and therefore Price. 
Theoretically this will be of some 
temporary benefit to the farmer in 
Bangladesh, for he can buy more 
fertilizer with the same money, if he 
has any money and anyone can get 
the fertilizer to him. But in all but the 
shortest run, the lower price is going 
to mean that less fertilizer will be 
produced itn the world. Lower fertil- 


, aN a 


izer production does not help feed the 
hungry. 

Realistic policy. further, will under- 
stand that the easy and economical 
preduction gains Ne in the under- 
developed world itself. In Kansas the 
easy steps have long since been taken, 
and in any event the problem of 
logistics would keep Kansas from 
supplying the world. The Indlan fertil- 
izer industry, for example, is oper- 
ating at something like 40 percent or 
80 percent of capacity, due to the 
inadequacies of the Indian economic 
infrastructure and the problems of 
dealing with the Indian bureaucracy.
